tucky during the niontli of August, aa 
reported by Cumniissioncr of Agricul- 
ture Mat S. Coben, Frankfort, reOeots 
the ahoruge which la aaid to eslat in 
all Unda of tobacco at the present 
time. Of the 1916 crop sold during 
August there was but 413,300 pounds, 
of which 371,795 pounds was of the 
hurley type. The highest prices also 
prevailed for burley, the average of 
that sold for dealers being aa hi|^ aa 
$20.84 per 100 pounds. 

The high average of $19.82 per 100 
pounda prevailhig In the entire atate 
of Kentucky for all kinda of tobacco 
during August indieatea clearly the 
high level reached bf market prices 
this year. Not ir. many years have 
growers realized aa much on thelfr to- 
bacco crops, and It Is believed that 
quotations for the 1917 crop will also 
be maintained at the same high level. 
Old crops ot burley failed to sell quite 
as high aa the 1910 crop, but never- 
theleaa are reported at prloea which 
a few aeaaona ago would have been 
considered exorbitant

Prosidciit Wilson is workiiik' himscll' up into u fury over high 
prices, «nd tlie whole busiuesH world is becoiiiiiig dificouraged. Pro- 
duction is falling off in chide oil, and there is no doubt that it Ih 
falling off in otlier industries. An illustration : A preat many of the 
prospectors in the oil lleldH are taking the poHition that since they 
can't get good prices, they are not going to take any chances by 
risking an investment in drills, etc. Tlie cost of siukiug a well has 
doubled in recent mouths, and the man who puts <t30,000 into the 
ground in the hope of getting something out of it no longer wants to 
take a chance. 

'Secretary Lauc takes liie conservative side and believes that 
there ought to be ample profits which could be taken in the form 
of taxes later on. Diiiiiels, Baker and Dcninan, who have never been 
noted as students of economy, speml nutsl of their time fussing about 
prices, and bickering for what they consider good contracts. 

The whole tendency of the (lovcrnment today is to discourage 
quick results. The iiuestiou of prices lias been given precedence over 
thf question of getting things done promptly. Thia is the whole trou- 
ble in Washington. 

Everybody knows the need for ships, but all we have had so 
far is a continued variation of programs— very little actually being 
done. Everybody knows the need for a tjreater iiroduetion of steel, 
yet the government's attention is devoted almost exeiusively to brintf- 
ing abotit lower prices. 

This is true all aloiig the line. Only a few men are ^'t■ttin}; into 
the President's closure and most of these arc tilling him up with stoi' 
iea about business men working for big profits out of the govern- 
ment. 

lit is doubtful whether the ai'iuy cantonments will lie tinished 
^by September, or even October. At the present rate of progiess in 
the eonstruetion of ships, there is no hope of replacing the tonnage 
lost by submarine attacks.

The trouble is imt that Ameriean goods get into (icnnnny after 
being imported to the markets of those bordering countries, but that 
fhey enable those eonntries to send their own products to that enemy 
coiuitry, which they could not otherwise do. Tlu-y do not send the 
same kind of products; but, if we supply food and matci'ials to them 
which they mifilit pr(i\i(lc to please labor from the |irodnetion of 
these and devote it to produeiiit? munitions and other thinps to sell 
to Germany which they coulld not otherwise do. It is easy to see how 
this may work, and actually has worked, to the aid of the enemy 
and the prolit of tlie.se neutrals. While this kind of fradiuR was to 
our advantage it was defended; now that it is to our disadvanta(;4 
it is discountenaced and we are detcrminetl to stop it, being no long- 
er neutral ourselves. Self-interest is (luite as powerful with nations 
as with individuals in dtermining conduct.

Housewives may solve the proli!em 
of furnish'ng the needed proi . in of 
tile diet fcconcmlcally, says t'li bulle- 
tin, by learning how much protein is 
provided by the different kinds of 
food and then choosing the kinds 
which will furnish what the family 
needs for comparatively lovT eoet and 
with little waste. For the assistance 
of housewives in nuikinR such com- 
parisons, tables (.-Ivini; the amount of 
the protein in a pound of various pro 
tein-rlch foods, and also the percent- 
ages of protein in the different foods 
are Included in the bulletin. 

In dliousstng the relation of the 
protein food consumed • to bodily 
health, the bulletin points out that 
healthy persons should not make the 
mistake of assuming that it is neces- 
sary lo measure their food as care- 
fully as a doctor measures his medi- 
cines or even the food which he pre- 
srrlbcB foram invalid. If the body is 
In Kood condition it adapts itself to 
the ordinary variationi in its food 
supply. The danger comes when, day 
in and day out, the body gets too much 
or too little food, or when the kinds 
I provided are not the most suitable. 
While there Is no need to measure 
exactly how much protein Is obtained 
with every meal, if the diet as a whole 
Is to be healthful snd economical the 
person who plans It ought to know In

Speaking on 
July 2», litl7, at the offlcers' training 
camp at Madison Barracks, N. Y., the 
Secretary of State aald:

'';<^udgmg the Gennair Oovernment 
new In the light of our honeat attempt 
to keep the peace, we could see the 
Kreat autocracy and read her record 
through tho war. And we found tliat 
record damnable. * • * With a fa- 
natical faith in the destiny of German 
kultur as the system that must rule 
the world, the Imperial Government's 
actions have through yean of boast- 
ing, double dealing, and deceit tend- 
ed toward aggreaalon upo'ta the rights 
of others. And if there atill be any 
doubt as to which nation began this 
war, there can be no uncertainty as 
to which one was most prepared, most 
exultant at the chance, and ready In- 
stantly to march upon other nations — 
even those who had given no offense. 
Ihe wholesale depredations and hid- 
eous atrocities in Belgium and in Ser- 
bhi were doubtleaa part and parcel 
with the Imperial Govemment'a pur- 
pose to terrorize small nations Into 
abject submission for generations to 
come. But in this autocracy has been 
blind. Kor its record In those coun- 
warfare , tries, and In Poland' and in northern 
France, has given not only to the al- 
lies but to liberal peoples through- 
out the world the conviction that this 
menaoe to human libertiea must be 
utteMy thorn of Its power for harm. 

"For the evil It has effected has 
ranged far out of Europe — out upon 
the open seas where its submarines 
in defiance of law and the concepts of 
humanity have blown up neutral ves- 
sels and covered the waves with the 
dead and the dying, men and women 
and children alike. Its agents have 
conspired against the peace of neu- 
tral nations everywhere, sowing the 
seeds of diaseniion, ceaselessly en- 
ileavorln . liv tortuou.s metlicds cf de- 
I ell, cf bribery, false I'romlHi s. and 
intimidation, to stir up linitlur iiii- 
tions one against the other, in order 
that the liberal world might not be 
able to unite, in order that the auti

Every American knows the cauiea 
of our war with the Qennan . Govern- 
ment Yet this course would be in- 
complete it it did not contain a brief 
review of the events .that Anally 
forced na into war, when at last there 
remained "no other means of defend- 
ing our rights." 

The soldier of an autocratic Kaiser 
may flgbt best when he understands 
least of the true meaning of the war. 
""o tell him the faata would be to chill 
his enthualaam. .But the oltisen sol- 
dier of a democracy Is entllted to 
know for what purposes be enters the 
struggle. He fights best when he sees 
most clearly why he fights. 

The resolution of Congress declar- 
Inga state of war (Apr. 6, 1!I17) ex- 
presses the immediate cause In these 
few words: 

"The Imperial German Government 
has emjoUtted. repeated acts of war 
against the Government and the peo- 
ple of thei United States of America." 

Chief among the ants of war were 
attacks by German suliniuriiics on 
American ships and on unarmed mer- 
chant ships of other nations carry- 
ing American passengers. "Vessels ut 
every kind," said the President lu his 
address to Congress on April 2, 1917, 
"whatever their flag, their character, 
their oargo, their destination, their 
errand, have been ruthlessly sent to 
the bottom without warning and with- 
out thought of help (ir nierey for those 
on board, the vessels of friendly neu- 
trals along with those of belligerents. 
Even hospital ships and ships carry- 
ing relief to the sorely bereaved and 
Stricken people of Belgium, though 
the latter were provided with safe 
conduct through the preaorlbed areas 
by the Geraan Govdrnment Itself and 
were distinguished by unmistakable 
marks of Identity, have been sunk 
with tho same reckless lack of com- 
passion or of principle * " " The pres- 
ent German submarine warfare 
against commerce Is 
against mankind." 
OeraMi lanHs and Agf resslons 
There were other acts of hostility In 
addition to the submariui^ warfare. In 
his Flag Day address delivered at 
Washington on Juno 14. 1917, the 
President summed up the events that 
brought on war as follows: 

"It is plain enough 'how we were 
Coroed into the war. The estrtordl- 
nary inantta and aggreaaions of the 
Imperial German Government left us 
Bo self-resepecting choice but to take 
ap arms in defense of our rights as a 
flree-people and of our honor as h hov- 
edip Oovernment. The militurv mas- 
latf of Germany denied ns the right 
to fee neutral. They filled our unsus- 
pee^iof communities with viciou..; 
spies and ooasplrators and sought to 
corrupt the opinion of 6ar people In 
their cm behaU. When they (pond 
that tkey eeald not tfo that, their eracy might emerge from the war. 
mmu dlllgeatly ap read aedltlon ! "All this we know from our own 

I experlanoe with the Imperial Govern- 
ment As they have dealt With Ei: 
rope, so have they dealt with us nii.l 
with all mankind And so out il 
these years the conviction has grown 
that until the German .Nation Is di- 
\esled of such, democracy can m l I'P 
SB fe."

Buenos Aires, September 12— The 

downtown section of the city was the 
scene of llie wildest disorders toiilKht 
In coiineetion with anli-(!criiian dem- 
onslnitioiis in wliich lliousands of 
Argentineans look part. .Many of 
those in the iiinbs carried lire brands 
and as a result scores of buildings 
were set on Are. Several blocks of 
Qarman business bouses in Calle 26 
de Mayo were destroyed. 

Among the structures attacked were 
the German Club, one of the finest edi- 
fices 111 tlie city, and tlie building of 
the (Jeriiian daily l.,a I'nlon. As fast 
as the (ires in these biilldinKS were 
extinguished tliey were started again. 

Mounted police and the entire Are 
department kept rushing from one 
part of the city to another in an at- 
tempt to quell the riots and put down 
the fames.

Petrograd, Hepteniber 13— The pro- 
visional gnvurnment today issued a 
decree liaiiilliig over to llie courts of 
Justice Hs rebi-ls Oenerai Korniioff, 
former coinineiider-in-ehief of the 
Russian armies; Ueneral Lomoklsky, 
ehlet of the ganatal ataS; Oenerai 
Markoff, the chief of the headquar- 
ters ataft on the soutbwastem front, 
and M. KIsllakoff, assistant to Minis- 
ter of Roads and communications. 

Tlie following Blalenienl which was 
sigiuui "Korensky, prime minister and 
commander-ln-chleT WM given out 
here today: 

"By the armed forooa of Runla, I 
declare my oompiete tatth in all ranks 
of the army and the fleet In the gen- 
erals, adinlnils. officers, soldiers and 
sailors who have borne upon their 
shoulders the heavy trial of the past 
days. 

"The half year's experiment of free 
existence could not fall to convince 
everyone that all the extreme Irra- 
tional demands not Instantly carried 
out wheresoever such demands may 
have come from, duly cause disturb- 
ance to the country. Let everyone 
remember wliatsoever he might be, 
general or soldier, In the ranks, that 
the slighteBt disobedience of aullior- 
Ity will henceforth be punished. 

"It is time to cease playing with 
the country's fatft Let all Russians 
who strive to save the revolution and 
to achieve freedom and a renewal of 
the committee order of government 
understand become lmt)ued with tlie 
conviction iliul in this moment ail 
our ideas and sliciif;ih should be di- 
rected first of ail toward the defense 
of the Fatherland, that external en- 
emy who Is aiming to subjugate It." 

Washington, September 12 — Re- 
ports reaching here today Indicating 
that Premier Kerensky's provisional 
government was gaining strength In 
It.i struggle to prevent General Korn- 
lliiff from seizing the government, faii- 
eil lo raise the hopes of Russia's 
friends to any great extent 

Although accepting the govern- 
ment's optimistic announcement that 
Komllolt's followers were few and 
some of his soldiers marching on Pe- 
trograd had offered to arrest their 
leader, (jiflcials and diplomats said It 
was diiricult to judge the strength of 
the revolt. They were impressed with 
the view that even should this uprls 
Ing be quelled promptly the inter- 
ests secretly approving KornilotCs at- 
tempted coup would remain as dan- 
gerous sources for Russia's future 
unity.
